The immediate large demand, 
with which products of the Steph- 
ens Packing Co. of Upland met has 
caused nationally known men and 
business concerns to become inter- 
ested in this local enterprise. 


A reorganization meeting was 
held this morning, at which Stew- 
art P. Elliott of San Francisco, 
formerly president of the Sperry 
Flour Co., was chosen president 
and general manager. H. C. 
Stephens, who has been president 
since the organization of the local 
company, is now chairman of the 
board of directors; B. E. Taylor, 
Jr., contimues as vice-president; 
Stedman B. Hoar, treasurer; Ed- 
ward E. Gray, Upland attorney, is 
secretary, and these gentlemen, to- | 
gether with Hal Stebbins, vice- 
president of Erwin, Wasey & Co., 
nationally known advertising con- 
cern, with one of their offices in 
Los Angeles, compose the board of 
directors. 

Mr. Elliott is also a vice-presi- 
dent of Erwin, Wasey & Co., who 
are one of the largest advertising 
agencies in the country, and he 
will be in charge of operations of 
the Stephens concern here in Up- 
Jand. Mr. Stebbins will be in 
charge of the extensive national 
advertising campaign to be launch- 
ed in national magazines and other 
periodicals within a short time. 

At the present time the Steph- 
eng concern employs about 60 men 
and pays out in salaries and wages 
about $1000 per week. They are 
canning about 2500 gallons of or- 
ange juice a day, which requires 
approximately 1000 sixty pound 
boxes ‘of oranges. Officials of the 
ca@mpany state they are using noth- 
ing but standard and choice var- 
feties of this fruit and the demand 
with which their product has met 
fis evidence of the almost unlim- 
ited quantity that will be consum- 
ed. It also gives one an idea as 
to what it will mean to the orange 
industry in this district. At pres- 
ent, because of the navel crop not 
yet being ripe enough to market, 
the company is shipping in Valen- 
cia oranges from Orange county, 
but will be using local navels as 
goon as they are ready for mar- 
ket. 

At this time they have orders 
for five carloads of their juice. 
This is to go to San Francisco, 
Chicago, New York, Seattle and 
Portland. Factory branches have 
been opened in Chicago and Minne- 
apolis and another will be doing 
business in New York in Febru- 
ary. They will also have a large 
booth demonstrating their pro- 
ducts at the national food show at, 
the Palmer House in Chicago, Nov. 
28 to Dec. 3. 


The experimental stage for this 
concern is past and the vast num- 
ber of repeat orders is evidence of 
the success it is bound to attain. 
Interest of such men as have just 
come into the firm is also a guar- 
antee it will become one of the 
best known nationally advertised 
companies. Erwin, Wasey & Cc.

replacing the old type with the 
new as soon as possible, especial- 
ly now that legislation in that re- 
gard is pending. He also urged 
apolishing garbage cans as one of 
the most effective measures in re- 
ducing the smoke nuisance. 

Floyd D. Young, government 
meterologist for this district, 
spoke at the same meeting, telling 
when to light fires in order to get 
best results during the cold spells. 
Mr. Young’s broadcasts are watch- 
ed closely by citrus men during 
the winter months. 


INFLUENZA CAUSES 
SCHOOL, VACATION 


Elementary Schools Dismissed 
Today and Wednesday as 
Many Are Absent 








Because of the prevalence of in- 
fluenza with resulting numerous 
absences cutting down the aver- 
age daily attendance, the Upland 
elementary school trustees decided 
Monday to close the grade school 
today and tomorrow. This in- 
forced vacation, followed by the 
usual Thanksgiving holidays on 
Thursday and Friday, will afford a 
week in which the children will 
have time to recuperate. It is 
hoped also that the rapid spread 
of the influenza may be checked by 
the dismissal of school. 

The percentage of absentees in- 
creased rapidly during the past 
several days, a check Friday show- 
ing 11 per cent of the pupils 
absent, and on Monday 13 per cent 
were unable to attend. 

Since the state allotment of 
school funds is based on the aver- 
age daily attendance, the schools 
lose money each day that pupils 
are absent, and besides being a 
means of checking the epidemic, 
the closing of the schools will save 
money, since the time lost. may be 
made up later. 

The school wiil open again Mon- 
day morning, Nov. 28.

}localities, there is much specula- 
jtion as to how the repeal of the 
‘Wright act will affect liquor reg- 
julation in Upland. We are advis- 
by City Attorney Edward E. 
Gray that our citizens have noth- 
ing to worry about in that regard

An ordinance “relating to the 
acquisition, possession, disposition, 


jtransportation and transfer of in- 


toxicating liquors and providing a 
penalty for violation thereof” wag 


As a result of the movement be-{| Passed by the city council on May 
1 28, 


1923, and has never been re~ 
voked and is therefore still in ef- 
fect. At that time F. C. Buffing- 
ton was mayor and the other mem- 
bers of the council were A. H. 
Johnson, C. K. Francisco, L. E. 
Moser and Wm. Springer. 

This ordinance provides that “it 
shall be unlawful for any person 
to manufacture, sell, barter, trans- 
port, import, export, deliver, fur- 
nish or possess any intoxicating 
liquors, except as authorized in 
this ordinance, and all provisions 
of this ordinance shall be liberally 
construed to the end that the use 
of intoxicating liquors as a bev- 
erage shall be prevented.” 

The ordinance does not bar 
liquor when used for medicinal or 
sacramental purposes in accord- 
ance with federal laws. Penalty 
for violation of the ordinance is 
imprisonment in the county jail for 


not less than 30 days, nor more 
than six months, or by a fine of 
not more than $500, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. This 
ordinance, says Mr, Gray, is prac- 
tically sufficient to control the 


liquor situation here 

It is also noted that when George 
Chaffey laid out the Old Colony 
Lands, on which are located the 
cities of Upland and Ontario, there 
was a provision in every deed that 
no liquor should be sold or used 
in any of this territory. While no 
test has ever been made as to the 
effectiveness of this provision, Mr 


Gray points out that generally 
speaking the courts usually up- 


hold such provisions and rigidly 


enforce them Judge Chas, E. 
Harwood and other pioneers whe 


took over the Chaffey interests did 
nothing to rescind the provisions 
made by the Chaffey brothers.
